An Interview With... 


RearGarde: Your sound has been des- 
cribed in about a dozen different ways. 
How would you classify yourselves? 
Tony: Sludgeabilly. Schitzoid rockabilly. 
Gerard: No, we're not rockabilly. For 
everyone out there, we're not rockabilly. 
John Griffin, we're not rockabilly. It's a 
real downer because people come to 
see us expecting a traditional sort of 
thing, and we're busy destroying all of 
that. 


RearGarde: But you're definitely not 
hardcore punk. 

Tony: We played to a hard-core crowd 
once in Jonquiére. We opened for a 
hard-core band from Quebec City cal- 
led ‘Outbreak’. Itwas kind of interesting. 
Jonquiére had never seen the likes of 
either of us before and everyone would 
stop on the street to point and stare. 
Some punkers there would dance,which 
is nice. 

Gerard: | would rather play to a hard- 
core crowd than a rockabilly crowd 
because a rockabilly isn't going to 
dance too much because if doesn't 
want to mess its hair. 


RearGarde: How did you develop your 
sound? 

Gerard: Some of it's accident, but a lot 
of it's just what we wanted to sound like. 
We used to be in a band called the 
Halftones with a singer and he quit 
because we didn't have a synthesizer. 
And we've since jammed with bass 
players — with all sorts of people — and 
we've just not found any we liked. The 
major thing is that nottoo many people 
want to play what we're playing and it 
wouldn't be fun with eight people. 
Tony: Or using cymbals. 

Gerard: Or treble pick-ups onthe guitar 
for that matter. 


RearGarde: But you've developed quite 
a following with that sound. 

Tony: We've played in Montreal 25 or 30 
times over the past year. That's great. 
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The other side of the coin is that we're 
splitting our audience. We're getting the 
same number of people that we'd get 
into ten larger shows. But we like play- 
ing in small clubs. 

Gerard: |'d rather do 15 shows in front of 
50 people than two or three big hall 
shows. 


RearGarde: You released a single re- 
cently. | heard you weren't too happy 
with the final result. 

Tony: You try to cut corners and do 
everything yourself and save some 
bucks and you wind up coming out 
with a sound quality that’s slightly in- 
ferior to most releases. 

Gerard: There's also the probiem that 
not too many people understand our 
sound or how to record us. We just 
recorded a cassette with a fellow who's 
used to recording people called Gino 
who play disco. We'd tell him we want to 
do something and he'd say “What?!” 


RearGarde: You seem to have very 
strange concepts for your songs. 
Gerard: Yeah. Boy meets vegetable.We 
have a food and monster fixation. | 
couldn't see putting out an album of 11 
three-and-a-half minute boy-meets-girl 
songs. The kind of records we listen to 
and collect are all novelty albums. It’s 
not like new that bands do stuff like this, 
it's just the idea that a band does this 
and nothing else.

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Gerard: | don't think Montreal will ever 
be struck by Voodoo-mania. Our influ- 
ences are too American. Montreal is 
very anglophile — it’s got a distrust of 
American music. And it’s understand- 
able, really, with all those heavy metal 
bands that America puked up here. 

Tony: A lot of people in Montreal are 
anti-Rock and Roll. Not many local 
bands play straight rock. We come the

As 
our sponsor this year is BONAPARTE 
RECORDS (who supply the import 
record stores in Montreal with their new 
imports) we are assured a first rate 
production.

Also a new addition to our program- 
ming this year, the Love Train will feature 
a different artist from the Motown label 
each week, focusing on the 1965-1975 
era.

Cunts Live, '83 (Open Your Mind/ 
Musician in a Bathtub)

an excellent sixties throwback band 
that avoid the clichés that a lot of 
throwback bands (and original 60s 
bands) have fallen into. The ‘A’ side 
here probably has Paul McCartney 
hitting himself because he didn't think 
Of it first.

Although our prime focus is the new 
music, we are also open to student 
associations, student interest groups, 
community and public affairs, and 
ethnic oriented programming.
